A Suio!iln3 Iliile Iti tho Ground Out ol 


Which Murkily Took &15O,OOO,OOO. 
I was strolling with Mackay some 


years ago ia Virginia City, when we 
looked down a smoking cavity in the 
Aground that was soon Icwt in the dark- 
'ueaj, and ut t'.o mouth of which a wind- 
lass was MO>,\ ly grinding. "Out of that 
hole," he said, "I took §150,000,000 in 
bullion." This was one of the famous 
Bonanza minus, whose history all men 
know. The Big Bonanza, as it was

O'Brien, and Jainos U. Flood. O'Brien 
and Flood had come to California as 
friends in the Argonaut days, and had 
like other men taken their humble parts 
in the creation pf the Pacifip states, In 
those times men who were to be major- 
generals in the army drove drays for a 
living. 
Others who were to become 


luminous in statesmanship and juris- 
prudence joyfully mended their own 
trousers and washed their own linen. 


They wore "partners," a term tha$ 


Bret Harte has pathetically explained 
in one of his exquisite stories. "Part- 
ners," that is to say, friends, with a 
friendship such as we who live outside 
i)f the atiapspVrp of adventure, which, 
infolded the Argonaut days cannot un- 
derstand, and which would be but 
.. guuly papjalned if we eumriared it to 
the love of man and woman.

Flood said to me one day in Menlo, 
whija we wore looking at the j>ortrait of 
3'Brien; "Billy was my partner once.

the following: 


'"We, the undersigned voters of Wachoe 


county, hereby tnioll ourselves members 
Of tbe Washoe county Silver League." 


Men who bad cot signed the roll and 


declined to do so, attempted to control the 
meeting, bot it was ruled that only per- 
•on* who had signed the roll were entitled 
to discuss or vote on any proposition com- 
ing before the meeting. 
A few persons 


who proclaimed tbemst-lves strong parti- 
sans, charged that tbe ruling wag arbitrary, 
hat a moment's inflection would sorely 
cause them to think otherwise, 'ihe meet- 
ing \ras <wlled for a specific purpose— to 
organize a Silver Cinb— and only those who 
believed in the free and unlimited coinage 
Of silver and tbe organization of such a 
olob, could participate in the proceedings.

Sorao of tho cases would put to blush 
ven the most cruel practices of those 
ilden days, ami yet they are occurring 
laily here in Philadelphia, and the 
'ictitus one and all are children. 
To 


he parents who regard the treasures in 
heir homes as the most priceless boon 
hat heaven ever bestowed, and whose 
.•very thought is for the care and cont- 
ort of their little ones, this society pecu- 
inrly appeals. 


How a mother's heart will bleed if 


hrough accident or disease a little son 
>r daughter must ondure the pangs of 
.littering, aud if punishment must be in- 
dicted it fulls more heavily on the 
>arents than on the little offenders. Yet 
here are mothers, and fathers, too, who 
omohow seem to have been given the 
hildren, but the love that comes with 
he first weak cry has never found a 
ilace in their hearts. 
To them they arc 


i burden, a constant source of annoy- 
ince, and only fit to slave and toil, and 
LI their reward receive cuffs and kicks, 
•cars and bruises. 


A CHAMBER OF UORKORS. 


In their new building the society hau 


ecnred a long felt want. Supplied with 
•very convenience and many comforts it 
nnst appear a veritable haven of refuge 
0 the little waifs that are rescued from 
ho streets or out of the clutches of the 
uhnman monsters they call father and 
nothur. 


In a room set apart for the purpose is 


1 collection of straps, whips, bludgeons, 
cnives and chains, an asortment worthy 
if a chamber of horrors, yet each one 
las been taken from tho hands of some 
lend iu human form, and bears a history 
hat seems almost improbable in this 
ity of homes. A heavy chain, thirty 
uches long and weighing from four to 
,ix pounds, with links strong enough to 
secure some wild beast, was taken from 
ironnd the neck of a frail little boy, 
.vhose case had been reported to the 
ociety by outsiders, who heard the 
•hild's cries at the torttire inflicted. 


His little sister, frightened at the ter 
ible punishment, attempted to escape 
>y crawling under tho table. The in- 
uinian father ceased from beating the 
;oy and turned his attention to tho little 
jirl. 
He dragged her out by the arm, 


hen holding her by the ankles he 
humped her head up and down on the 
loor until tho child became unconscious. 
A'hen the officers of the society arrived 
it tho house it was discovered that the 
•hild's wrists and ankles were broken 
ind she had to be at once removed to 
he hospital. 


AN INHUMAN MOTHER. 


Another case in which a woman aud 


i mother figures is one of the most 
icartless instances on record. A long, 
•ruel knife elicited the history, and for 
•ool, hard hearted indifference it has no 
•tiual. A woman with her thre,e chil- 
tron, living in one of tho worst sections 
lown town, reveled in all sorts of vico 
ind wickedness and regarded her little 
jries as obstacles standing in her way. 
)f a very excitable and ungovernable 
lisposition at all times, she was, when 
juder the influence of drink, a veritable 
fury, and had frequently beaten them 
.vith heavy clubs, bludgeons of wood 
.vith protruding nails, arid, in fact, any- 
thing she could lay her hands on, until 
their bodies and faces were in the most 
fearful condition.
